Graduated  and  began  the  study  of  law  under  Judge  Booker  at  Spring- 
field, Ky.  He  completed  his  course  at  the  Law  School  in  Lexing- 
ton, Ky. 

1837.  Entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession,  in  which  he  attained  dis- 
tinction.     He  served  three  years  in  the  Legislature  of  Missouri. 

1848.  Was  elected  a  member  of  Congress  while  residing  in  Boonville, 
Cooper  Co.,  Mo.,  and  served  four  successive  terms. 

1 841.  Was  married  in  Saline  Co.,  Mo.,  to  Margaret  McClung  Williams,  of 
Knoxville,  Tenn. 

1856.  Died  May  II.  He  had  two 'sons  and  two  daughters,  of  whom 
the  oldest  son  is  dead.

1829.  Entered  the  Freshman  Class,  having  received  his  preparatory  train- 
ing in  country  schools  and  at  an  Academy  in  Bloomfield. 

1833.  Graduated  with  high  honor,  and  was  for  a  time  assistant  instructor  of 
languages  in  Centre  College.  In  the  meantime  he  studied  law  urrcler 
the  direction  of  Hon.  Joshua  F.  Bell  and  Judge  Daniel  Mayes. 

1835.  Received  the  degree  of  A.  M.,  from  Centre  College. 

1836.  Married,  Sept.  21,  Mary  J.  Allan,  only  daughter  of  Hon.  Chilton 
Allan  of  Clark  Co.     She  died  in  1852. 

1837.  Received  the  degree  ofLL.  B.,  from  Transylvania  University.     Sub- 
sequently Lagrange  College  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D. 
He  began  the  practice  of  his  profession   at    Winchester,    Ky.     He 
practiced  in  Clark  and  the  surrounding  counties,  and  in   the  Superior 
Courts  of  the  State,  about  26  years. 
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1839.  Was  elected  to  the  Legislature;  was  again  elected  in  1855  ;  re-elected 
in  1857  and  in  1861,  and  during  the  second  term  was  Speaker  of  the 
House. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  "  Border  State  Convention"  that  met  at 
Frankfort,  St.  Louis  and  Washington  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil 
War. 

1854.  Married,  Dec.  21,  Betsy  Allan,  nee  Jackson,  daughter  of  Sam.  G. 
Jackson  of  Fayette  Co. 

1864.  Removed  to  Lexington,  where  he  continued  the  practice  of  law  with 
extraordinary  success. 

1868.  Was  elected  Lane  Professor  in  the  Law  School  of  Kentucky  Univer- 
sity, and  continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  this  chair  with  great 
ability  till  his  death. 

Gen.  Huston  v:as  one  of  the  most  distinguished  sons  of  his  A/ma 
Mater.  He  was  one  of  the  most  attractive  stump  speakers  in  the  coun- 
try, and  one  of  the  ablest  and  most  influential  lawyers  of  the  State. 
During  most  of  his  life  he  took  an  active  part  in  politics.  He  was  a 
Union  man  in  our  late  war  and  was  one  of  the  distinguished  Ken- 
tuckians  who  at  first  supported  the  policy  of  the  Government.  He 
held  high  places  in  the  Masonic  Order  and  was  at  one  time  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons. 

As  to  his  religious  belief,  we  quote  the  language  used  by  him  in  a 
letter  dated  March  15,  1879:  "I  have  followed  the  faith  of  my 
Scotch-Irish  ancestry  and  believe  in  it  yet  with  confidence." 

1881.  Died,  Nov.  16,  at  Winchester,  and  was  interred  with  Masonic  honors 
in  Winchester  Cemetery.     He  never  had  any  children. 


LEWIS  L.  MASON. 

Son  of  Col.  James  Mason  of  Va.,  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  1812,  and 
Betsey  (Fishback)  Mason,  who  was  born  in  Clark  Co.,  Ky.

He  was  a  State  Senator  from  Carroll  Co.  for  four  years.  He  was  a 
planter  in  Arkansas  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  man  of  g<"od 
attainments  and  considerable  prominence. 

1877.     Died  on  Old  Town  Ridge  in  Arkansas.

Son  of  John  McClay  Irwin  and  Nancy  (McMurtry)  Irwin,  the  former 
a  native  of  Virginia,  the  latter  of  Fayette  Co.,  Ky. 
1819.     Born  Jan.  21,  1819,  in  Woodford  Co.,  Ky. 
1834.     Entered  the  Freshman  Class,  for  which  he  was  prepared  in  a  country 

school. 
1838.     Graduated  and  began  the  study  of  medicine  in  Lexington,  Ky. 

He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  1841  in  Nodaway 
Co.,  Mo. 

1844.  Was  married  Aug.  5,  1844,  to  Miss  Swearingen  of  Nodaway  Co. 

1845.  Died  Oct.  3,  1845,  leaving  no  children.      His  widow  still  survives. 


ANDREW  ALLISON. 

Son  of  Andrew  Allison,  who  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  of  Margaret 
(Barrett)  Allison,  who  resided  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  in  Mecklen- 
burg Co.,  N.  C. 

»i8i8(?)  Was  born  in  Mecklenburg  Co., N.  C.     Received  his  preparatory  train- 
ing at  Mountain  Academy,  Tipton  Co.,  Tenn. 

1834.     Entered  College. 

1838.     Graduated  and  entered  upon  the  study  of  Theology.     His  ministry, 
however,  was  brief. 

1841.     Died  in  the  winter  of  1841  of  consumption.      He  was  never  married. 


JOHN  CABELL  BRECKINRIDGE. 

Son  of  Joseph  Cabell  and  Mary  C.  (Smith)  Breckinridge,  the  father 

a  native  of  Fayette  Co.,  Ky.,  the  mother  of  Princetor,  N.  J. 
1821.     Born  at   Lexington,   Ky.,  Jan.    16,  in   which  place  he  prosecuted  his 

preparatory  studies. 
1838.     On  graduating  he  went  to  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  spent  some  time  there 

as  a  resident  graduate;  after  which  he  returned  to  Kentucky  and  read 

law  with  Gen.  Wm.  Owsley. 

1840.  Attended  law  lectures  at  Transylvania  University  ;  on  obtaining  his 
license  he  moved  to  Frankfort  to  commence  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession. 

1841.  In  the  autumn  of  this  year  he  concluded  to  seek  a  new  residence  in  a 
growing  section  of  the  country,  and  traveled  through  Indiana  and 
Illinois  into  Iowa,  finally  settling  at  Burlington,  Iowa. 

1843.  Returned  to  Kentucky  on  a  visit,  and  while  there  became  acquainted 
with  Miss  Mary  C.  Burch  of  Georgetown,   which  led  to  his  marriage 
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with   her  in    December.     He  now  decided  to  remain  in   his  native 

State  and  opened  a  law  office  in  Georgetown. 
1845.     Moved    to   Lexington   and   formed   a  partnership  with  Judge  S.   R. 

Bullock. 
1847.     Went  to  Mexico  as  major  of  the  third  regiment  of  Ky.Vol.  and  served 

during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  when  he  returned  to  Lexington. 

1849.  Elected  to  Legislature  from  Fayette  Co. 

1850.  A  public  demonstration  being  decided  on,  to  commend  Mr.  Clay  for 
the  compromise  measures  introduced  by  him  into  Congress,  Mr. 
Breckinridge  was  selected  by  the  consent  of  all  parties  to  deliver  the 
address. 

1851.  Elected  to  Congress  as  a  Democrat  after  a  long  and  exciting  contest, 
over  Gen.  Leslie  Combes,  the  Whig  nominee. 

1853.  Re-elected  over  Gov.  R.  P.  Letcher;  the  struggle  for  this  victory  was 
probably  the  most  vigorous  and  bitter  ever  conducted  in  that  district. 
While  a  member  of  this  Congress  he  was  offered  the  position  of 
minister  to  Spain  by  Mr.  Pierce,  but  declined  it,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  retired  to  private  life. 

1856.  Having  been  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  convention  to  select  candi- 
dates for  the  presidential  contest  of  this  year,  he  was  nominated  for 
Vice-president  and  duly  elected  to  the  office,  presiding  over  the  Senate 
with  dignity  and  impartiality. 

i860.  Received  the  nomination  for  the  presidency  at  the  convention  held  in 
Baltimore  June  28. 

1861.  Elected  U.  S.  Senator  from  Kentucky. 

In  September  Mr.  Breckinridge  went  to  Richmond,  Va.,  to  cast  his 
fortunes  with  the  Southern  side  of  the  impending  conflict.  Was  ap- 
pointed a  brigadier-general,  and  on  Nov.  16  assumed  command  of  the 
afterward  famous  "  First  Kentucky  Brigade." 

Gen.  Breckinridge  continued  in  command  of  this  until  the  spring 
of  the  succeeding  year. 

1862.  March  29,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  division  by  Gen.  Johnston  and 
led  this  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  April  6,  7.  Shortly  after  this  battle  he 
was  regularly  commissioned  major-general.  During  the  summer  his 
division  was  present  at  the  defense  of  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson. 
August  5,  he  commanded  the  Confederate  troops  at  the  battle  of  Baton 
Rouge. 

1863.  January  2  and  3  his  command  was  constantly  engaged  during  the 
battles  at  Stone  River,and  around  Murfreesboro.  In  May  he  went  with 
his  division  to  Mississippi  and  during  June  was  employed  in  attempts 
to  relieve  Vicksburg.  September  19  and  20  his  troops  held  the^left 
wing  of  the  Confederate  army  and  was  hotly  engaged  in  the  bloody 
conflict  at  Chickamauga,  October  was  at  Lookout  Mountain,  and 
November  25,   took  a  prominent  part  in  the  battle  of  Mission   Ridge. 

1864.  In  February  Gen.  Breckinridge  was  assigned  to  a  command  in  Virginia, 
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and  May  15,  fought  with  Gen.  Sigel  at  New  Market.  In  July  was  with 
Gen.  Early  during  his  campaign  into  Maryland,  was  also  at  Monocacy, 
Cold  Harbor  and  Bull's  Gap. 
1865.  March,  appointed  Secretary  of  War  and  continued  so  until  the  close 
of  the  conflict :  accompanied  Mr.  Davis  into  South  Carolina  ;  from 
there  went  to  Florida,  and,  procuring  an  open  boat,  he  made  his  way 
with  a  few  friends  to  Cuba. 

On  his  return  to  the  United  States  Gen.  Breckinridge  again  estab- 
lished himself  in  Lexington,  where  he  died,  May  17,  1875,  of  an  abscess 
of  the  liver. 

His  widow  is  still  living.     Children,  three  sons  and  two  daughters.

JACOB  PARSONS. 

Son  of  Joshua   and  Temperance    (Duncan)    Parsons.     The   former 
was  a  native  of  Acran,  N.  Y. 

1810.  Born  May  5,  being  one  of  sixteen  children,  his  father  having  been 
twice  married.  Wishing  to  be  independent,  he  started  out  at  ten 
years  of  age  to  work  his  own  way  in  the  world.  He  first  lived  with 
a  German  family  in  Columbia  County,  N.  Y.,  when  he  went  to  Cats- 
kill,  N.  Y.,  and  became  a  clerk  in  a  hardware  store,  and  afterward  in 
a  large  lumber-yard,  where  he  remained  till  1832. 

1832.  Came  to  Cincinnati,  and  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Lane 
Seminary,  where  he  remained  two  years. 

1834.  Entered  college,  where  his  progress  was  delayed  by  his  having  to  earn 
the  money  to  pay  his  expenses. 

1839.  Graduated,  and  engaged  in  the  dry-goods  business  with  David  A.  Rus- 
sel  until  1850. 

1850.  Went  to  Louisville,  and  engaged  in  the  wholesale  dry-goods  business 
until  1871. 

1858.     Married,  October  1,  Mary  J.  Phelps,  of  Newburg,  Ind. 

187 1.  Failing  health  caused  him  to  remove  to  Newburg,  Ind.,  where  he 
again  engaged  in  business.  In  a  few  years,  his  health  gradually  fail- 
ing, he  was  compelled  to  retire  from  business  altogether. 

1876.  Died  March  1.  He  had  five  children,  one  of  whom  is  dead.  His 
widow  is  still  living. 

Mr.  Parsons'  life  is  an  example  of  what  indomitable  perseverance, 
*  combined  with  unswerving  integrity,  can  accomplish  in  the  face  of 
formidable  difficulties.  He  professed  faith  in  Christ  when  sixteen 
years  old,  and  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  ever 
after  a  devoted  and  consistent  follower  of  the  Master.  After  a  long 
illness,  he  passed  away  peacefully,  having  no  fear  of  death.

WILLIAM  ALEXANDER. 

Son  of  John  Regis  and  Mary  Frances   (Campbell)  Alexander.     The 
former  was  a  native  of  Augusta  County,  Va.,  and  the  latter  of  Peters- 
burg, Va. 
1820.     Born,  April  17,  in  Lexington,  Ky.      His  parents  afterward  removing 

to  Woodford  County,  he  was  there  prepared  for  college. 
1836.     Entered  the  Freshman  Class. 
1840.     Graduated  and  studied  law  at  Paducah,  Ky.,  and  afterward  in  New 

Haven,  Conn. 
1843.      Entered  on  the  practice  of  his  profession.     Practiced  in  Paris,  Ky., 
and  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  until  1845  5  since,  in  Galveston  and  in  Austin, 
Texas. 

Judge  Alexander  occupied  successively  the  following  positions : 
Commissioner  of  Deeds  from  Kentucky,  Attorney-General  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  U.  S.  Attorney  for  the  Western  District  of  Texas.  He  was 
appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Texas  (but  did  not 
accept).      He  prepared  the  following  works  : 

"Texas  Digest,"  published  by  T.  &  J.  W.  Johnson,  Philadelphia. 
"Texas  Pleading,"  same  publisher. 

"Texas  Conveyancing,"  published  by  Jas.  H.  Naple,  Austin,  Texas. 
Judge  Alexander  was  an  able  lawyer  and  a  ripe  scholar,  a  forcible 
writer  and  an  accomplished  gentleman.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  a  Union  man  during  the  civil  war* 
and  while  not  regularly  connected  with  the  army,  did  staff-work  in 
the  Federal  Army  without  pay,  and  went  into  Mexico  on  army  business 
without  accepting  salary. 
1882.  Died,  February  16,  after  a  short  illness,  from  brain  fever.  He  leaves 
one  brother,  Mr.  Alexander,  of  Paducah,  Ky.     He  never  married. 


PRESLEY  U.  EWING. 

Son  of  Ephraim  M.  and  Jane  Pope  (Mclntyre)  Ewing,  the  former 

of  whom  was  a  native  of  Davidson  County,  Tenn.,  and  the  latter  of 

Hardin  County,  Ky. 
1822.     Born,  September  1,  at  Russellville,  Ky.,  where  he  was  prepared  for 

college. 
1836  (?)  Entered  the  Freshman  Class. 
1840.      Graduated,  and  studied  law  in   Russellville,  subsequently   taking  his 

degree  of  LL.B.  at  Transylvania  University. 
1844  (?)  Began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Russellville. 
1848.      Elected  to  Kentucky  Legislature,  and  re-elected  in  1849. 
185 1.     Elected  to  Congress,  and  re-elected  without  opposition  in  1853. 

Mr.  Ewing,  while  at  the  Law  School  in  Lexington,  was  stricken 
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down  by  a  serious  spell  of  sickness,  from  which  he  finally  recovered 
after  his  case  had  been  pronounced  hopeless  by  the  celebrated  Dr. 
Dudley.  He  regarded  his  life  as  saved  by  a  special  interposition  of 
divine  Providence,  abandoned  the  law,  and  began  preparation  for  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel.  He  went  to  Germany,  where  his  views  and 
purposes  againu  nderwent  a  change,  leading  him  to  give  up  the  study  of 
theology.  He  became  an  extensive  traveler  in  Europe,  and  acted  as 
correspondent  of  several  American  periodicals.  On  his  return  home, 
he  resumed  the  study  of  law,  and  began  its  practice.  He  soon  after 
engaged  in  politics  with  unbounded  success. 
1854.  Died  of  cholera,  September  27,  while  on  a  visit  to  Mammoth  Cave. 
He  made  a  public  speech  in  Bowling  Green  on  the  day  before  his 
death,  which  was  considered  the  most  brilliant  of  all  his  brilliant 
efforts. 

"Combined  in  him  were  all  the  elements  of  the  orator,  set  off  with 
an  exhaustless  fund  of  hnmor,  wit  and  ridicule.  I  regarded  him  as 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  and' promising  young  men  Kentucky  ever 
produced.  Had  he  lived,  he  would  have  shed  immortal  luster  upon 
his  Alma  Mater."— R.  C.  B.

Born,  October  16,  in  Harrison  County,  Ky.,  and  was  prepared  for 
college  in  a  school  near  Cynthiana,  Ky.

His  first  charge  was  Mt.  Pleasant  Presbyterian  Church,  Harrison 
County,  Ky.;  his  second,  Oxford  Church,  Ky.;  his  third,  Crittenden 
Church,  Ky. 

1845.  Married  Elizabeth  J.  Henderson,  of  Scott  County,  Ky.  He  had  six 
children,  five  of  whom  survive. 

1856.  Died,  July  28,  after  a  prolonged  and  painful  illness,  at  the  home  of 
his  wife's  mother  near  Crittenden,  Ky.  He  was  disabled  from  the  active 
work  of  the  ministry  some  years  before  his  death,  on  account  of  ill- 
health.

Son  of  Robert  Jones  Mitchell,  born  in  Mecklenburg  County,  Va., 
and  Martha  (Bishop)  Mitchell,  born  in  Brunswick  County,  Va. 
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1820.     Born,  December  I,  in  Davidson  County,  Tenn.,  near  Nashville,  and 

was  prepared  for  college  in  Covington,  Tenn. 
i839(?)  Entered  college. 
1841.     Graduated,  and  chose  the  profession  of  journalism. 

1844.  Became  Editor  of  the  Danville  Tribune. 

1845.  Married,  in  Danville,  Ky.,  Judith  Ann  Bodley,  of  Lexington,  Ky., 
who  died  in  June,  1849. 

1850.  Became  Associate  Editor  of  the  St.  Louis  Intelligencer.  Was  Editor 
of  the  St.  Louis  Evening  News  for  many  years ;  and  then  contributor 
to  the  Missouri  Democrat. 

185 1.  Married  Mary  Brent  Talbot,  of  Mercer  County,  Ky.,  who  died  May 
21,   1861. 

1861.     Became  Assistant  Editor  of  the  Nexv  York  Times. 

1861.     Married  Nellie  D.  Evans,  of  Portland,  Maine,  who  survives  him. 

1866.  Became  Clerk  of  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  a  position 
which  he  held  for  two  years. 

1867.  Was  elected  President  of  the  Paducah  and  Memphis  Railroad,  holding 
the  office  one  year. 

1879.  Became  Editor  of  the  St.  Louis  Times-Journal. 

1880.  Became  Editor  and  Proprietor  of  the  St.  Louis  Standard. 

1 88 1.  Died,  February  23,  of  pneumonia,  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  which  had 
been  his  home  for  five  years  previous.  He  left  eight  children,  four  by 
his  second  marriage,  and  four  by  the  last. 

"Mr.  Mitchell  was  a  man  of  high  moral  principle  and  a  gifted 
journalist.  In  the  heat  of  political  controversy,  he  was  severe  at 
times,  but  there  was  no  malignity  in  his  nature.  He  was  a  man  of 
noble  and  generous  impulses,  a  profound  scholar,  and  an  untiring 
student  and  worker.  He  was  familiar  with  all  the  great  interests  of 
the  country,  and  was  gifted  with  the  rare  faculty  of  presenting  his 
views  in  a  clear  and  attractive  manner.  His  editorials  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  the  best  journalists  of  the  country.  He  was 
a  quiet,  unpretentious  man,  never  attempting  display  of  any  kind,  and 
was  always  true  and  reliable."

The  former 
was  a  native  of  New  York  State,  and  afterward  removed  to  Maysville, 
Ky.,  where  he  practiced  law  and  engaged  in  merchandising.  His 
mother  was  a  native  of  Maysville. 

1825.     Born  October  5.     He  was  prepared  for  college  at  Maysville  Seminary. 

1840.     Entered  college  in  the  middle  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

1842.     Graduated  with  the  highest  honors  of  his  class. 
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He  turned  his  attention  to  law  for  two  years,  teaching  at  the  same 
time;  but  reviewing  the  question  of  duty,  abandoned  it  for  the  min- 
istry, and  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Allegheny,  where  he 
graduated  in  1846,  when  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Allegheny 
Presbytery.  After  supplying  the  Second  Church  of  Baltimore  for  six 
months,  a  church  at  Richmond,  Ky.,  and  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  he 
finally  settled  in  Concord,  Pa. 

1847.  Married  Mary  J.  McGahan,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  a  niece  of  Rev.  Alex. 
T.  McGill,  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  He  had  four  daughters 
and  one  son,  who  is  now  in  the  Presbyterian  ministry. 

1850.  Became  pastor  of  the  church  at  Huntingdon,  Pa.  His  health  becom- 
ing seriously  impaired,  he  spent  eight  months  in  foreign  travel,  visiting 
the  principal  cities  of  Europe.

He  died  in  peace  and  triumph,  his  last  words  being,  "All  is  bright.''

JOHN  AARON  CRAWFORD. 

Son  of  John  and  Martha  Crawford.     The   father  was  a  native  of 
Greenville  District,  S.  C,  the  mother  of  Laurence  District,  S.  C. 
1824.     Born  July  4th  in  Laurence  District,  S.  C.     He  was  prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Cassville,  Ga.,  to  which  place  his  parents  had  moved. 
1848.     On  leaving  college,  Mr.  Crawford  chose  the  law  for  a  profession,  and 
qualified  himself  by  studying  at  Cassville. 

Mr  Crawford  entered  the  Southern  army,  during  the  civil  war,  as 
Captain  of  Company  K,  18th  Regiment,  Georgia  Volunteers,  and  rose 
to  the  rank  of  Colonel.  He  took  part  in  the  battles  of  Yorktown, 
Seven  Pines,  Second  Manassas  and  Sharpsburg,  where  he  was  severely 
wounded.

Carmel,  Tipton  County,  Tenn. 

1846.  Entered  in  advance,  and  graduated  with  the  class  of  1848.  Soon 
after  he  commenced  to  study  for  the  ministry,  under  the  charge  of 
Rev.  D.  H.  Cummins.  On  completing  his  preparation,  he  preached 
for  the  Portersville  Church,  Tennessee,  and,  on  being  called  to  the 
Green  Hill  Church,  Texas,  he  accepted. 

1850.     Married  Miss  Catherine  Hall,  of  Tipton  County,  Tenn.     Mr.   Green 
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and  wife  died  about  the  same  time,  during  the  war,  and  both  of  the 
same  disease,  consumption,  leaving  two  sons  and  two  daughters. 

"During  Mr.  Green's  short  ministry,  he  built  up  two  flourishing 
churches,  and  was  a  most  earnest  and  consecrated  Christian." 

WILLIAM  CUNNINGHAM  JACKSON. 

Son  of  Archibald  and  Anna  (Torrence)  Jackson  ;  the  former  a  na- 
tive of  Ireland,  the  latter  of  Kentucky. 

1828.  Born,  December  21,  near  Cedarville,  Greene  County,  O.  Preparatory 
studies  pursued  in  Xenia,  to  which  place  his  parents  had  moved  after 
his  birth. 

1845.     Entered  Miami  University,  Oxford. 

1847.     Changed  to  Centre  College,  and  remained  to  close  of  Senior  year. 

Mr.  Jackson,  at  first,  was  inclined  to  the  law  as  a  profession,  but 
before  taking  any  decisive  steps,  the  claims  of  the  Christian  ministry 
were  brought  to  his  notice  in  such  a  way  that  he  determined  to  devote 
his  life  to  the  service  of  Christ. 

1850.     Entered  the  Associate  Theological  Seminary  at  Cannonsburg,  Pa. 

1852.  Licensed,  and  December,  1853,  took  charge  of  the  U.  P.  Church  of 
Greenville,  Pa. 

1854.  Was  ordained  and  installed  February  4  as  pastor.  Here  he  remained 
seven  and  a  half  years  laboring  acceptably,  and,  at  the  close  of  his 
labors,  having  the  pleasure  of  knowing  that  besides  the  increased 
membership  of  his  own  church,  two  other  congregations  had  sprung 
up  under  his  care. 

1 86 1.  The  General  Assembly,  deeming  it  advisable  to  send  some  one  to 
Chicago,  111.,  called  on  Mr.  Jackson,  who  finally  consented.  During 
the  time  he  remained,  the  church  increased  from  twenty-five  members 
to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  two  additional  congregations 
were  formed,  largely  from  persons  sent  out  from  his  church.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  work,  he  labored  among  the  prisoners  at  Camp  Douglas 
as  spiritual  adviser.  In  this  he  took  great  pleasure,  as  among  them 
were  many  he  had  known  in  his  student  days. 

1868.  Went  to  the  Fourth  U.  P.  Church  in  Philadelphia.  This  church  was 
at  the  time  in  a  very  feeble  condition  and  the  house  of  worship  unfit 
for  the  purpose  of  building  up  a  congregation.  He  preached  his  first 
sermon  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  February,  and  from  that  time  the  wel- 
fare of  the  church  was  assured.  Up  to  the  time  he  was  laid  aside, 
about  five  hundred  were  added  to  the  church,  and  a  new  and  com- 
modious building  finished  in  November,  1877. 

1878.     Died  December  22. 

Married  (1)  Miss  Matilda  Grace  Magoffin,  of  Mercer,  Pa.,  who  died 
February,  1864;   (2)  Miss  Mary  Stewart,  of  Philadelphia,  who  survives 
him.     He  left  two  daughters,  born  while  he  was  living  in  Chicago. 
Mr.  Jackson  was  often  called  upon  to  lecture  before  lyceums  and 
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societies;  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  religious  press,  and  was 
editor  for  some  time  of  the  YouWs  Evangelist. 

"In  his  pastoral  and  public  character,  Mr.  Jackson  was  also  marked. 
In  the  kindness  of  his  heart  and  manner,  the  poor,  the  tempted  and 
the  troubled  felt  always  drawn  to  him  ;  so  that  he  literally  bore  the 
burden  of  many.  *     *     In  his  clear  and  practical  views  of  things, 

he  was  a  useful  adviser,  a  good  member  of  all  church  courts,  and  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  Ministerial  Relief,  to  which  he 
severally  belonged."  D.

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HORACE  RICE. 

Son  of  Orville  and  Margaret  Haze  (McFarland)  Rice.  The  former 
was  a  native  of  New  Haven,  Conn. ;  the  latter,  of  Morristown,  Tenn. 

1835.  Born  August  4,  at  "Marble  Hall,"  near  Rogersville,  Tenn.  He  re- 
ceived his  preparatory  education  at  Rogersville. 

1854.     Entered  the  Sophomore  Class. 

1857.  Graduated.  He  entered  the  Law  School  of  Cumberland  University, 
and  was  pursuing  his  studies  there  when  the  war  began.  Returning 
to  his  home  in  East  Tennessee,  he  raised  a  regiment  for  the  Confed- 
erate service,  of  which  he  was  chosen  Major.  This  regiment  was 
subsequently  consolidated  with  the  29th  Tennessee,  of  which  he  be- 
came Colonel.  His  regiment  was  in  Gen.  Zollicoffer's  brigade  at  the 
battle  of  Mill  Spring.  It  then  joined  Gen.  Johnston  in  North  Miss- 
issippi and  was  on  the  field  of  Shiloh,  though  not  actually  engaged. 
It  was  with  Gen.  Bragg  in  his  campaign  in  Kentucky,  participating 
in  the  battle  of  Perryville.  It  was,  likewise,  at  the  siege  of  Corinth, 
Miss.  On  his  return  from  a  furlough  on  account  of  sickness,  Col. 
Rice's  regiment  was  assigned  to  Gen.  Preston  Smith's  brigade,  where 
it  remained  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  at  Chickamauga  and 
Missionary  Ridge.  He  was  with  Johnston  in  his  march  from  Dalton 
to  Atlanta,  participating  in  all  the  battles  of  that  campaign.  He  was, 
likewise,  with  Hood  at  Atlanta  and  Jonesboro.  He  was  slightly 
wounded  July  22,  1864,  while  leading  a  charge  on  the  enemy's  works, 
in  Hood's  Tennessee  campaign.  In  the  battle  of  Franklin,  he  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  arm  and  shoulder  while  his  command  was 
engaged  in  a  hand-to-hand  fight  with  the  enemy.  The  war  closed 
before  he  was  again  fit  for  active  service.  After  the  war,  he  returned 
to  Lebanon  to  begin  the  practice  of  law.  Soon  after,  he  married 
Rebecca  Ann  Caruthers,  of  Lebanon, 'and  removed  to  Linden,  Tenn., 
where  he  continued  the  practice  of  his  profession.  He  soon  acquired 
a  high  reputation  at  the  bar  and  great  popularity  with  the  people. 
He  was  elected  State  Senator.  If  he  had  lived  to  take  his  seat,  he 
would  probably  have  been  elected  Speaker  of  the  Senate.  After  his 
election,  he  removed  to  Lexington,  Tenn. 

1871.  Died  September  4,  at  Lexington,  of  brain  fever,  after  a  few  days' 
illness.  His  widow  and  oldest  son  have  since  died.  His  only  other 
child,  a  daughter,  survives.

Boyle's  staff,  and  participated  in  the  battle  of  Shiloh. 

1862.  Died  July  17. 

FRANCIS  FONTAINE  MAURY. 

Son  of  Matthew  Fontaine  and  Eliza  (Chipman)  Maury.  His  father 
was  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  who  came  to  Kentucky  from  Albemarle 
County,  Va.  His  mother  was  a  native  of  Middiebury,  Vt.  Through 
his  father,  he  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  noble  Huguenot  family 
De  la  Fontaine.  Among  his  ancestry  are  numbered  many  distinguished 
persons.  The  late  M.  F.  Maury,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  eminent  for  his 
discoveries  in  the  physical  geography  of  the  sea,  was  a  near  relative. 

1840.  Born  August  9,  at  Danville,  Ky.,  and  received  his  early  training  at 
the  Preparatory  Department  of  Centre  College. 

i860.  Graduated,  and  entered  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  where  he  spent  one  term. 

1861.  Matriculated,  in  September,  at  Jefferson  Medical  College,  where  he 
graduated  March  8,  1862.  He  was  immediately  elected  Resident  Phy- 
sician in  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  where  he  remained  one  year. 

1863.  Commissioned,  April  1,  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  U.  S.  Army,  and 
was  assigned  to  duty  at  the  South  Street  General  Hospital,  where  he 
served  till  April  15,  1865.  In  1863,  he  was  Clinical  Assistant  to  Prof. 
Gross;  and,  in    1864,  became   the  chief  of  the  surgical  clinic  in  the 
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Jefferson  Medical  College,  a  position  which  he  held  for  three  years. 
In  October,  1865,  he  was  appointed  accoucheur  to  the  Philadelphia 
Hospital,  and,  in  April,  1866,  lecturer  on  venereal  and  cutaneous  dis- 
eases in  the  summer  course  in  Jefferson  Medical  College.  In  October, 
1866,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  surgeons  to  the  Philadelphia  Hos- 
pital, although  only  twenty-six  years  old.  It  was  here  that  he  laid 
the  foundation  of  his  reputation  as  an  accomplished  surgeon  and 
teacher. 

Dr.  Maury  was  one  of  the  early  members  of  the  American  Derma- 
tological  Association,  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Pathological 
Society  of  Philadelphia  in  1866;  of  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences 
in  1868;  and  of  the  Philadelphia  County  Medical  Society  in  1877.  On 
the  establishment  of  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  Hospital  in  1877, 
he  was  appointed  one  of  its  surgeons. 

1868.  Married  Katherine  Ingersoll,  of  Philadelphia.  She  died  April  I,  1879, 
leaving  two  children. 

1879.  Died  June  4,  of  acute  Bright's  disease.  He  was  seized  with  a  chill  at 
the  grave  of  his  wife,  which  was  the  commencement  of  an  illness  from 
which  he  never  recovered. 

As  a  surgeon,  Dr.  Maury  was  as  cool  and  dexterous  in  execution  as 
he  was  sound  in  judgment.  He  has  performed  all  the  important  oper- 
ations of  surgery.  One  rare  operation  he  performed  for  the  first  time 
in  this  country;  another  difficult  operation  by  him  is  the  only  one  of 
the  kind  on  record.  Dr.  Maury  was  singularly  averse  to  writing,  so 
that  his  contributions  to  medical  literature  were  fragmentary.  In 
conjunction  with  Dr.  Duhring,  he  edited  two  volumes  of  the  Photo- 
graphic Review  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  His  lectures  in  the  summer 
course  of  the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  and  at  the  Philadelphia  Hos- 
pital, were  deservedly  popular,  and  never  failed  to  attract  large  and 
attentive  audiences. 

Dr.  Maury  was  not  only  an  excellent  surgeon,  but  a  most  successful 
general  practitioner  of  medicine.  For  several  years  before  his  death, 
he  enjoyed  a  lucrative  practice.  By  his  friends — and  their  name  was 
legion — he  was  greatly  admired,  and  he  was  beloved  and  trusted  by 
his  patients.  To  his  sympathetic  and  genial  manners,  which  were  al- 
most magnetic,  was  due,  in  great  measure,  the  wonderful  influence  he 
exerted  over  his  fellow-men.      {Memoir  by  S.  W.  Gross,  M.  D.)

Born  January  8,  in  Hardin  County,  Ky.,  and  was  prepared  for  college 
at  home  by  a  private  tutor. 

1861.  Entered  college. 

1862.  Graduated  and  began  the  study  of  law,  and  received  his  legal  train- 
ing at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

1866.  Began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  New  Orleans. 

1867,  Died  in  September,  of  yellow  fever. 

He  had  formed  a  good  acquaintance  and  business  connection,  and 
his  prospects  were  good.     He  was  never  married. 

HENRY  EATON  KITTREDGE. 

Son   of  Ebenezer   Eaton   and   Ann   Eliza    (Kelly)    Kittredge.     His 
father  was  born  at  Walpole,  N.  H.,  and  his  mother  in  Illinois. 

1842.  Born  July  12,  near  Napoleonville,  La.,  and  was  prepared  for  college 
at  Asbury  University,  Ind. 

1857.     Entered  college. 

1862.  Graduated  and  determined  to  enter  the  legal  profession.  In  July, 
1862,  he  went  to  Winchester  Springs,  Franklin  County,  Tenn.,  his 
father's  summer  residence,  where  he  remained  till  September,  unable 
to  reach  his  home  in  Louisiana,  owing  to  the  war.  In  the  hope  of 
joining  Gen.  Polk's  command  when  in  Kentucky,  he  started  on  horse- 
back through  the  country.  On  reaching  Glasgow,  however,  he  took 
tpphoid  fever  and  died  October  19,  1862.  His  remains  were  taken  to 
Winchester  Springs  for  burial.

1873.  Married,  December  24,  Emma  Moffett,  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Weedin  was 
for  about  five  years  a  sufferer  from  bronchial  and  pulmonary  disease, 
and  finally  fell  a  victim  to  consumption.

In  all  cases  a  student  from  another  college  is  required  to  present  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  his  moral  character  and  standing  in  the  college  which  he  last 
attended.

Latin. 

In  this  department  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  sentences, 
the  formation  and  derivation  of  words,  and  Latin  Prose  Composition.  To 
impart  a  knowledge  of  Roman  Literature  is  also  made  a  special  object. 
Written  essays  are  required  upon  assigned  topics  connected  with  Ancient  His- 
tory and  Mythology.  Elegant  written  translations  of  passages  in  review  are 
required  daily  during  first  term. 

Greek, 

In  this  course  special  attention  is  given  to  the  Etymology  and  the  principles 
of  Syntax.  A  careful  analysis  of  the  class-reading  is  required,  with  discussion 
of  moods  and  tenses.  Progressive,  graded  exercises,  in  translating  from  Eng- 
lish into  Greek,  through  the  entire  course,  and  frequent  essays  upon  historical 
subjects  in  the  second  and  third  classes.  History  of  Literature  and  Metres 
carefully  studied. 

Mathematics. 

It  is  the  purpose  to  make  the  course  in  Mathematics  thorough  and  practical. 
This  department  is  well  equipped  with  the  best  instruments,  embracing  the 
Theodolite,  Solar  Compass,  Sextant,  Surveyor's  Compass,  etc.,  and  the  stu- 
dent is  made  practically  acquainted  with  their  use  in  the  field  in  the  measure- 
ment of  heights  and  distances,  surveying  of  land,  etc. 

During  the  Junior  year,  the  student  is  introduced  to  some  of  the  results  of 
recent  researches  in  this  department.  He  is  thus  made  acquainted  with  the 
elements  of  Quaternions,  Determinants,  Invariants,  Elliptic  Functions,  etc., 
and  is  qualified  for  the  further  prosecution  of  such  studies  in  a  post-graduate 
or  private  course. 

Modern  Languages. 

In  this  department  special  attention  is  given  to  the  German  language. 
The  same  rigorous  method  is  kept  up  as  in  the  Latin  and  the  Greek.  Graded 
exercises  through  the  course.  The  recitations  of  the  College  are  so  arranged 
that  any  student  can  pursue  the  study  of  the  German,  either  to  fill  out  his  com- 
plement of  studies,  or  as  an  extra.  Members  of  the  regular  Junior  Class  are 
allowed  to  substitute  German  for  the  Calculus.  An  opportunity  is  also  given 
for  studying  French: 
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English, 

As  it  is  our  purpose  to  make  English  rank  in  importance  with  the  Ancient 
Classics,  a  more  systematic  and  complete  course  has  been  arranged  for  the 
classes,  embracing  Rhetoric,  Essays,  Analysis,  Anglo-Saxon,  Shakspere  and 
Chaucer,  or  cotemporaneous  authors,  and  General  Literature. 

Chemistry. 

An  opportunity  will  be  given  to  persons  desiring  to  continue  the  study  of 
Chemistry  beyond  the  time  allotted  to  the  class;  and  a  special  course  will  be 
furnished  students  who  propose  to  take  up  the  study  of  Medicine  in  the  future. 

Preparatory  Department. 

This  school  has  been  organized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centre  College. 
It  is  now  placed  under  the  exclusive  management  of  the  Principal;  and,  as  it 
is  financially  separate  from  the  College,  every  student  is  required  to  pay  tuition 
in  this  department. 

While  the  course  of  instruction  is  especially  adapted  to  prepare  young  men 
for  the  Freshman  Class,  it  is  intended,  at  the  same  time,  to  furnish  a  liberal 
English  education  to  any  who  may  desire  it. 

Tuition  in  the  Preparatory  Department  for  session  of  five  months  is:  Clas- 
sical Department,  £20;  English  Department,  $18;  Primary  Department,  #15. 
No  contingent  fee  is  charged.  Sons  of  ministers  and  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry received  at  one-half  the  foregoing  rates.  Payment  in  advance  required 
in  all  cases. 

Religious  Instruction. 

The  recitations  of  each  day  are  opened  with  the  worship  of  God.  All  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  attend  these  services,  and  the  public  preaching  of  the 
gospel  at  least  once  on  each  Sabbath.  All  the  students  have  a  weekly  reci- 
tation in  the  Bible. 

Examinations. 

There  are  two  public  examinations  of  all  the  classes,  one  in  the  middle  of 
the  College  year,  and  the  other  at  the  close,  held  before  a  committee  of  the 
Synod,  and  conducted  by  each  professor  in  his  own  department.  These  exam- 
inations are  either  oral  or  written,  or  both  combined.  The  final  examination 
of  the  Graduating  Class  closes  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May. 

Rank  in  Scholarship. 

The  rank  in  scholarship  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  each  year  will  be  indi- 
cated in  the  Commencement  programme  as  follows:  First-class  scholars  will 
be  assigned  an  Oration  having  some  prefix;  Second-class,  an  Oration;  Third- 
class,  a  Dissertation;  Fourth-class,  a  Disquisition;  Fifth-class,  an  Essay. 
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Degrees. 

The  degree  of  A.  M.  is  conferred,  in  course,  on  every  graduate  of  three  years' 
standing,  who  shall  have  sustained  a  good  moral  character  and  pursued  pro- 
fessional studies  during  the  interval,  and  who  shall  have  made  application  for 
the  degree  one  day  or  more  previous  to  the  Annual  Commencement. 

Commencement — Vacation. 

The  session  opens  on  the  first  Monday  in  September  and  closes  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  June,  on  which  day  the  Annual  Commencement  is  held. 
A  recess  is  given  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Tuition  and  Other  Fees. 

Tuition,  including  a  contingent  fee  of  $5,  is  #45  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually in  advance. 

The  sons  of  ministers  of  the  gospel,  of  every  denomination,  receive  their 
tuition  free;  and  the  same  privilege,  under  proper  restriction,  is  extended  to 
all  young  men  of  limited  means  and  good  character.  No  one  will  be  excluded 
because  unable  to  pay  the  ordinary  charge  for  instruction,  but  will  be  welcome 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  College  without  incurring  pecuniary  obligation. 
The  question  of  future  compensation  will  be  optional  with  each  one. 

The  contingent  fee  of  $$  annually  for  janitor's  hire,  fuel  in  College  rooms, 
etc.,  is  required  of  all. 

Hoarding. 

The  students  board  and  lodge  in  private  families,  in  which  they  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  Christian  society  and  are  thus  preserved  from  many  tempta- 
tions. No  fixed  rate  can  be  stated  for  the  cost  of  living,  as  this  varies  with 
the  price  of  provisions,  fuel,  etc.  During  the  current  year  the  prevailing  rates 
for  board,  including  fuel  and  lights,  were  from  #3.50  to  #5.00  per  week. 

College  Some. 

For  many  years  cheap  living  for  her  students  has  been  felt  to  be  one  of  the 
most  pressing  wants  of  our  College.  To  secure  this  end,  very  comfortable 
rooms,  sufficient  to  accommodate  forty  young  men,  have  been  fitted  up  in  the 
old  College  building.  These  rooms,  comfortably  furnished  with  stove,  chairs, 
beds,  table  and  washstand,  are  given,  free  of  charge  for  rent,  to  applicants  of 
good  character  and  limited  means. 

To  those  who  have  taken  their  meals  at  the  "Home,"  boarding  has  been 
furnished  at  the  cost  of  materials  and  their  preparation,  which  for  the  present 
term  has  amounted  to  $2.75  per  week;  washing  #1  per  month  additional. 

The  entire  expense  of  a  student  for  the  term  of  forty  weeks,  including  board, 
washing,  fuel,  lights,  and  the  contingent  fee  of  #5,  need  not  exceed  $140,  or 
thereabouts. 

Some  vacancies  will  exist  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  and  worthy  young 
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men,  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  a  cheap  edu- 
cation, can  make  application  to  the  President  or  Vice-President  of  the  College, 
from  whom  full  information  may  be  obtained.  Preference  will  be  given  to 
those  who  may  desire  to  pursue  a  full  course  of  study. 

Museum. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Dr.  John  W.  Scott,  of  Lexington,  and  others,  a 
series  of  Ward's  casts,  for  illustrating  Zoology  and  Palaeontology,  and  a  large 
number  of  minerals,  have  been  added  to  the  College  Museum.    . 

Corporate  Name. 

The  corporate  name  of  this  Institution  is,  "The  Trustees  of  the  Centre  Col- 
lege of  Kentucky."  Inasmuch  as  bequests  to  educational  and  charitable 
institutions  are  not  infrequently  diverted  from  their  object  through  a  mistake 
in  the  corporate  name,  we  deem  it  advisable  to  call  special  attention  to  this 
matter. 

Literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  both  of  which 
are  supplied  with  good  libraries.  They  hold  public  exercises  on  the  22d  of 
February,  and  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  preceding  Commencement. 

Alumni  Association. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  is  held  immediately  after 
the  close  of  the  Commencement  Fxercises.
